“Our present equip¬ 
ment is based on tradi¬ 
tional film and chemicals 
and is a very slow 
process. 


“Digital Mammogra¬ 
phy provides far greater 
accuracy and faster diag¬ 
nosis. “This will be of 
great benefit to both pa¬ 


tients and staff. It is now 
widespread throughout 
the county and Dorset

Man injured during robbery 

POLICE in Dorchester are appealing for witnesses to 
come forward after an attempted robbery in the town 
centre - with one man being injured. 

The incident happened in Charles Street car park be¬ 
tween 12.30am and lam on Sunday, February 6th 
when three men knocked a 25-year-old Dorchester 
man to the ground and searched through his coat 
pockets. 

Inspector Les Fry, of Dorchester police, said: “This 
was a cowardly attack on a local man as he walked 
alone through the car park. He sustained cuts and 
bruising to his face and a chipped tooth. Nothing was 
stolen. 

“The attackers walked away after the attack and the 
victim made his way home - he called police on Mon¬ 
day morning.” 

One of the three offenders is described as white, 
aged around 17 or 18-years-old, of a small, skinny 
build, with short spiky blond hair. His eyebrow was 
pierced. 

Inspector Fry added: “Incidents such as this are un¬ 
usual in Dorchester and we are determined to identify 
the three men responsible. Anyone who witnessed this 
attack, and anyone with any information about those 
involved, should contact police urgently.”

Burglary at farm

JEWELLERY from H.J. White 
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Council moves to make park 
and ride scheme permanent 


BUILDING on the success of the current temporary 
Park and Ride service from Dorchester Town Football 
Club, the district council is now looking at setting up 
a permanent facility to meet growing demand. 

The preferred site would be based at Monkey’s Jump 
roundabout (near McDonald’s). The alternative site 
considered would be south of Stadium Roundabout. 

The proposal is part of a long term strategy to reduce 
traffic congestion and improve air quality by encour¬ 
aging commuters and other long stay visitors to park 
on the edge of town. 

At the same time the scheme would support the local 
economy by increasing short stay car parking space 
for shoppers and visitors in Dorchester town centre. 

The proposals follow an in-depth study which con¬ 
sidered 20 potential Park and Ride sites around the 
town. The study identified Monkey’s Jump and the 
Stadium Roundabout as the possible options, with 
Monkey’s Jump offering several major advantages. 

As well as capacity for up to 950 cars the site also 
has space for toilet facilities and bike lockers. It would 
be linked to a cycle lane into town. 

In addition, the Monkey’s Jump site has the shortest 
journey times, on average 25 per cent less than the 
Stadium Roundabout site, regardless of the direction 
of travel into Dorchester. It would also cost around 40 
per cent less to develop. 

Leader of West Dorset District Council, Councillor 
Robert Gould, said: “Our long term aim is to reduce 
traffic in Dorchester town centre and the Park and 
Ride scheme is an effective way of achieving this. 

“We’re really pleased with the success of the tem¬ 
porary service and want to make sure we can keep up 
with the increasing demand for spaces. The proposed 


new scheme would be better for commuters and better 
for local businesses.” 

The new Park and Ride would be developed in two 
phases; the first for around 400 cars and opening late 
2013. 

The district council is now consulting local town and 
parish councils and the Dorchester Chamber of Com¬ 
merce on the proposal. 

It is also inviting local people to submit comments 
before coming to a final decision.

The Brewery Square Develop¬ 
ment Company, a partnership be¬ 
tween Resolution Property and 
Waterhouse, has appointed the 
Leadbitter Group as main contrac¬ 
tor and works are expected to last 
18 months. 

At its peak, in excess of 200 con¬ 


struction, design, and management 
personnel will be employed at the 
site, including a number of trainee 
and apprentice positions. 

Brewery Square, the largest town 
centre regeneration project in the 
South West, is an 11.5-acre mixed- 
use scheme on the site of the for¬ 
mer Eldridge Pope Brewery.

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Schoolchildren benefit from 
Olympic values curriculum 


A SCHOOL partnership to inspire 
learning through a creative curricu¬ 
lum linked to the Olympic and Para¬ 
lympic Games was launched at the 
Weymouth and Portland National 
Sailing Academy (WPNSA) last 
week. 

The innovative approach to learn¬ 
ing was the initiative of three of 
Dorset’s School Sport Partnerships - 
West Dorset , North Dorset and 
Christchurch & Purbeck. Teaching 
staff from 80 schools across those 
area attended the day, which in¬ 
volved workshops as well as talks. 

The day’s agenda involved speak¬ 
ers touching on ways to enrich the 
curriculum through Olympic values. 
Teachers provided positive case stud¬ 
ies of using these values within their 
own schools. A highlight of the pre¬ 
sentations was former athlete Darren 
Campbell MBE, 2004 Olympic indi¬ 
vidual silver medal and team gold 
medal winner, who was heartfelt in 
his appreciation of all that School 
Sport Partnerships have achieved in 
their work with young people in 
schools. He was joined by another 
Olympian, Todd Bennett, who won 
silver in the men’s 4x400m relay in 
Los Angeles in 1984. 

Darren and Todd are currently aim¬ 
ing to visit 2010 schools before the 
Olympics to promote their fundrais¬ 
ing campaign for young sports peo¬ 
ple who need support to pursue their 
talents. They brought with them the 
huge Union Flag which had been 


signed at all the schools they had vis¬ 
ited so far, and their intention was to 
take the flag to the Olympic village 
next year and present it to Team GB. 

The workshops ranged from using 
such activities as ballroom dancing, 
ably illustrated by a group of chil¬ 
dren who learned their skills while at 
Darners First School, tri-golf, pocket 
fit exercises, and skip 2b fit, to enrich 
other curriculum areas as well as 
maximising children’s participation 
in physical activity. 

Thanks to the support of School 
Sport Partnerships, children from the 
partnership schools receive a more 
creative approach to physical educa¬ 
tion, with a variety of theoretical and 
practical techniques. Using physical 


education with the link to 2012 as a 
common strand, their learning can be 
extended to a wide variety of other 
subjects in the school curriculum. 

Dale Rhodes, Partnership Develop¬ 
ment Manager of the West Dorset 
School Partnership Development, 
said: “We have all found our first ac¬ 
tivity day of 2011 at the WPNSA in¬ 
credibly beneficial. It is always 
exciting to spend time working with 
such inspiring and motivated educa¬ 
tors. They demonstrate how to bring 
the wonder of 2012 into the class¬ 
room. Thousands of Dorset children 
will benefit from these creative 
learning activities which are embod¬ 
ied by our School Sport Partner¬ 
ships.”

keep up with the latest technol¬ 
ogy.” 

One in eight women will develop 
breast cancer, with 300 men a year 
also being diagnosed with the dis¬ 
ease. 

At present only about a quarter of 
patients attending breast care clin¬ 
ics can have a mammogram on the 
day of their initial appointment. 
This new technology will mean 
less time in x-ray for patients, al¬ 
lowing more people to be seen in 
a clinic. 


Faster diagnosis and better detec¬ 
tion means a greater chance of sur¬ 
vival. At the click of a button the 
images can be seen by doctors 
anywhere in the hospital. There is 
a national shortage of consultant 
radiologists, and because of the 
outdated machinery Dorset County 
Hospital is unable to compete with 
hospitals with more up to date 
technology. 

Wendy is asking everyone in the 
community to help raise the 
money for this vitally needed piece 
of equipment to help men and 
women in Dorset.

"We deal with inci¬ 
dents in a number of 


ways, including accept¬ 
able behaviour contracts 
and injunctions. As a last 
resort we will take legal 
action to end the ten¬ 
ancy of a perpetrator." 

"Safety and security are 
important issues for our 
residents and for us as a 
landlord. 

"We have developed 
this new hate crime pol¬ 
icy from previous harass¬ 
ment policies." 


Last October, Magna 
signed up to a scheme 
where victims of hate 
crimes can report abuse 
without having to visit a 
police station. 

Magna teamed up with 
Dorset Police, local coun¬ 
cils and other organisa¬ 
tions including the 
Dorset Race Equality 
Council, to launch Third 
Party Reporting Centres. 

Key housing staff are 


trained to handle reports 
of crimes in which a per¬ 
son has been targeted 
because of their race, 
colour, ethnic origin, na¬ 
tionality, religion, gender, 
sexual orientation or dis¬ 
ability. 

Anyone who wants to 
report a crime can go to 
Magna's offices and ask 
to speak to someone in 
the anti-social behaviour 
team.

Protestors hit the streets to gather

S EVERAL hundred 
people turned out 
in Dorchester on 
Saturday to make their 
feelings felt at the axing 
of 500 council jobs in 
Dorset. 

The march around the 


town centre was organ¬ 
ised by the Dorchester, 
Weymouth, and Portland 
branch of the Trade 
Union Congress (TUC), 
and included public sec¬ 
tor workers, community 
groups as well as Dorset 


residents protesting 
against the axing of lol¬ 
lipop ladies and the clo¬ 
sure of libraries and day 
centres. 

There were also stu¬ 
dents upset at the deci¬ 
sion to increase 
university fees and the 
scrapping of the EMA 
study support grant. 

Following the march 
the rally assembled at the 
town pump in South 
Street where they listened 
to a number of speakers. 
The event ended with a 
speech and song from 
local singer songwriter 
and political activist Billy 
Bragg. 

The demonstration to 
“Save Our Services” 
comes just days before a 
Dorset County Council 
meeting to be held today 
(Thursday) when coun¬ 
cillors will be deciding 
which services will be 
axed. 

Unions claim that the 
Government’s measures 
are too drastic and will 
result in the loss of vital 
services. 

Paul Kimber who is 
secretary of Unite for 
Dorset County Council 
and represents all unite 


workers in Dorset said: 
“We want to get the mes¬ 
sage over to the county 
council and to the gov¬ 
ernment that we are very 
concerned by the pro¬ 
posed cuts of £54.5mil- 
lion over the next three 
years at county council 


level. 

“The turnout today has 
been brilliant and we 
have public sector work¬ 
ers from the Land Reg¬ 
istry, the Portland 
Coastguards and the Air 
Sea Rescue. 

“When we started this 


campaign, if it had been 
just about job cuts then 
this would have fizzled 
out long ago; it’s really 
about saving services 
such as the day centre 
and the libraries. For ex¬ 
ample Portland is des¬ 
tined to have two 
closures at Tophill and 
Underhill, together with 
Wyke Regis and Little- 


moor, leaving just the 
main library in Wey¬ 
mouth. This means that 
someone in Tophill for 
instance would have to 
travel six or seven miles 
on a bus to get a book. 

“Just as we are building 
up for the Olympics we 
are seeing these facilities 
taken away.” 

Billy Bragg told View 


From: “I hope people 
understand that one in 
three people in employ¬ 
ment in Dorset work in 
the public sector and the 
knock-on effect these 
cuts could have on our 
economy could be devas¬ 
tating to small busi¬ 
nesses. 

“We’re not just talking 
about rolling back the

state which the Tories 
like to brag about, we’re 
actually talking about un¬ 
dermining the economy 
of Dorset. We’ve got 30 
per cent of people in the 
public sector, 30 per cent 
in agriculture, we rely 
heavily in the summer on 


people visiting the 
scenery and beaches, and 
I don’t think we can af¬ 
ford to do that. 

“You can already see in 
some of the towns the 
number of charity shops 
and holes in the road in 
the high street; we des¬ 


perately need money to 
be put into the economy, 
and not taken out. The 
best way to do that is to 
put money in people’s 
pockets, not into bankers 
a or billionaire’s pockets 
so they can buy another 
yacht, but into ordinary 


people, like those on the 
march, to spend in the 
local shops to keep the 
local economy going, 
and that’s the place for it 
to go.” 

Keith Hatch who is a 
member of Unite and 
works with the South 
West TUC Green Work¬ 
places team, was pleased 
with the number of peo¬ 
ple who marched in sup¬ 
port. 

“It’s a good turnout and 
a good mix of people; 
students, trade unionists, 
members of the public, 
schoolchildren worried 
about cuts to the lollipop 
staff, people in county 
council jobs and others 
representing the manu¬ 
facturing and retail in¬ 
dustries who are worried 
about the knock on ef¬ 
fect. 

“The main reason for 
the march is to draw at¬ 
tention to the effect of 
losing public services 
and also public sector 
workers which has a 
knock on effect into the 
private sector because 
people aren’t spending 
money and there will be 
job losses in retail. These 
cuts aren’t really totally 


necessary, I personally 
think they are idealisti¬ 
cally led, and don’t need 
to happen in the way that 
they are.” 

Helen Toft, the parent 
who started the campaign 
across Dorset to save the 
lollipop people back in 
January was in support 
with other parents and 
children to make their 
point. 

“We are just a small 
part, but even so the peo¬ 
ple who are here are for 
all the right reasons. 
They’re not doing it just 
for their particular inter¬ 
est; ask anyone, they 
think all the cuts are 
wrong,” she said. 

“I’m not the type of 
person that would go on 
a march, but times are 
that it’s the only thing 
anyone’s going to take 
notice of. I’m very in¬ 
censed by it and I hope 
that at the meeting on 
Thursday they will look 
at the march and the cov¬ 
erage and think maybe all 
these cuts are not as nec¬ 
essary as we thought. I 
will be speaking at the 
meeting and if they ask 
me where I think cuts 
should be made I will 


suggest looking at car al¬ 
lowance for the council¬ 
lors and turning the 
heating down in council 
offices. 

“Look after the pennies 
and maybe we can keep 
some of the things in 


place because there is a 
lot of wastage inside 
council that they should 
sort out in-house before 
cutting services.” 

With regards to the lol¬ 
lipop campaign Mrs Toft 
said she had received a 


lot of interest from other 
parts of the country who 
are facing the same prob¬ 
lems, and asking if they 
can get a national cam¬ 
paign and get it into par¬ 
liament to make it a 
statutory service.

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Rethinking our approach to mental health

THE Dorset Independent 
Carers’ Forum and mental 
health illness charity Re¬ 
think have produced a 
card that can be carried 
by mental health service 
users and their carers to 
alert people to their diffi¬ 
culties and help make in¬ 
teractions easier. 

It is the size of a credit 
card, features the blue Re¬ 
think logo, and has a va¬ 
riety of statements that 
can be used on the reverse 
side. This can be anything 
from “I have a mental 
health problem and ap¬ 
preciate your assistance 
and discretion”, to “The 
person I am with is recov¬ 
ering from a mental ill- 
nessand I am here to 
provide support. Thank 
you for your help.” 

This card was launched 
at Dorset County Hospi¬ 
tal, and will initially be 
used in 

Dorset, but Rethink 
hope to launch it nation¬ 
ally so service users 
across the UK can benefit 
from the scheme 

The idea for the card 
was first discussed a year 
ago by Julia Terry, Chair 
of the Independent Car¬ 
ers’ Forum, along with a 
group of fellow carers. 

Following a great deal 


of hard work and effort 
both developing and pub¬ 
licising the card, it is fi¬ 
nally in the public 
domain, a tremendous 
achievement for all con¬ 
cerned and one which 
will be an invaluable 
source of help to so 
many. Mrs Terry said: 
“Not only will this card 
assist with everyday situ¬ 
ations we take so much 
for granted - hospital, 


dentist and doctor’s ap¬ 
pointments 

using public transport, 
shopping, and accessing 
training and education - 
we also believe it will 
open doors for the people 
who carry them and play 
a part in breaking down 
barriers and removing 
stigma.” 

This point was reiter¬ 
ated by Paul Jenkins, 
Chief Executive of Re¬ 


think, who also spoke at 
the launch. He said: “For 
those suffering from 
mental illness, even the 
most simple of social ac¬ 
tions can often prove 
very distressing. There is 
no easy language of en¬ 
gagement. Mental illness 
is not necessarily some¬ 
thing you can see or is 
easily understood. And 
someone does not cease 
to be a human being be¬ 
cause they suffer from 
mental illness. 


“This card will immedi¬ 
ately communicate any 
problems, allay much of 
the embarrassment and 
awkwardness, and is an 
extremely practical way 
of improving the lives of 
both sufferers and their 
carers.” 

Support for this card 
also came from Oliver 
Fetwin, MP for West 
Dorset. 

He said: “I think this is 
an excellent initiative - 
and having met with 
those involved with Re¬ 
think on several occa¬ 
sions, I am sure that the 
card will be a great addi¬ 
tion to the service that the 
team provides. “I look 
forward to hearing that 
the card has been 
launched nationally as 
Rethink continues to 
work to help everyone af¬ 
fected by severe mental 
illness.” 

The Mayor of Dorch¬ 
ester, Councillor Feslie 
Phillips, was present at 
the launch event, and 
added his voice of thanks 
to the tremendous work 
put in by both the Dorset 
Independent Carers’ 
Forum and Rethink to get 
such a wonderful initia¬ 
tive off the ground. 


Record turnout for youth elections 


MORE than 14,700 youngsters headed 
for the ballot boxes to choose who they 
wanted to represent them at the UK 
Youth Parliament (UKYP) for 2011. 

The winners of the Dorset UKYP elec¬ 
tion were announced at County Hall 
after nearly 29,500 votes were cast by 
pupils from across the county.

Deputy MYPs: 

• Imogen Barnard, aged 14, from 
Woodroffe School in Lyme Regis (2,401 
votes) 

• Naeem Miah, aged 12, from Fern- 
down Middle School (2,393 votes) 

• Natasha Glendening, aged 14, from 


Gryphon School in Sherborne (2,239) 
UK Youth Parliament (UKYP) is a na¬ 
tional organisation that gives 11-18- 
year-olds an opportunity to get 
involved in national and local decision 
making In Dorset, the election process 
is managed by Dorset County Council's 
youth and community service. 

As well as running their own cam¬ 
paign, the 19 candidates produced 
video manifestos which were shown 
around schools and youth centres. 

A total of 42 schools and learning cen¬ 
tres across Dorset became polling sta¬ 
tions for the day with booths, ballot 
boxes and papers. Young people voted 
for the two candidates they thought 
could be MYPs - but only one vote 
could be for a candidate at their school. 

All six members will work to deliver 
their own manifestos for the young 
people of Dorset and will also sit on the 
Dorset Youth Council known as DYCE 
(Dorset Youth Council Enables).

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District council honours community champions

T HE West Dorset 
Community Cham¬ 
pions Awards 2011 
were held in the Corn Ex¬ 
change, Dorchester, in 
front of an audience of 
over 250 people, including 
the Mayor of Dorchester, 
Councillor Leslie Phillips, 
the Mayor of Weymouth 
and Portland, Councillor 
Paul Kimber, and the 
Mayor of Chickerell, 
Councillor Jean Dunweith. 

The evening was intro¬ 
duced by Councillor Ron 
Coatsworth, Chairman of 
West Dorset District 


Council, who said: “It is 
wonderful that West 
Dorset recognises champi¬ 
ons. And it is equally re¬ 
warding that so many 
young people have been 
nominated, along with the 
many community organi¬ 
sations who put so much 
hard work into the running 
of our towns.” 

The accolade of Young 
Champion went to Jonny 
Webb of the Crossways 
Young People’s Group. 
When only 13-years-old 
he approached residents in 
Crossways to gain support 


for a place in the village 
where young people could 
meet and take part in activ¬ 
ities. A 200 signature peti¬ 
tion was presented to the 
parish council, Jonny 
pulled in the support of 
other agencies and set up a 
constituted committee of 
18 young people. 

He hosted seven consul¬ 
tation events, resulting in 
the parish council drawing 
up plans for a multi-use 
games area and skate park. 


He then set about raising 
the £198,000 needed for 
the project, and on No¬ 
vember 20th 2010 his 
dream was realised with 
the opening of the new fa¬ 
cilities. 

The Environmental 
Champion winner was 
Charlie Kapur from Lyme 
Regis. 

Since joining the com¬ 
mittee of the Woodmead 
Hall in the town he has re¬ 
furbished the bar area, 


built a new chair store, and 
acquired new Christmas 
tree lights. But perhaps 
more importantly he has 
installed 90 photovoltaic 
panels on the hall roof, 
having first removed the 
asbestos tiles and strength¬ 
ened the roof. 

The Individual Cham¬ 
pion was Peter Bowditch 
from Bridport. 

Peter began his volun¬ 
teering in 1962 with the 
Wessex Youth Players, 
which led to a 32 year stint 
as stage electrician with 
the Bridport Pantomime. 
He has also volunteered 
with the Bridport Operatic 
Society, the Shipton Gorge 
Village Society and the 
Bridport Sea Cadets, along 
with a period as a parish 
councillor and a member 
of the Burton Bradstock 
School PTA. 

As if this were not 
enough he has been run¬ 
ning the Bridport Disabled 
and Carers Group since 
1998. 

Community Group 
Champions were Chick¬ 
erell at Play. Formed in the 
summer of 2009 to help 
raise £8,000 towards the 
cost of building a new 
playground and recre¬ 
ational facilities for the 
growing community of 
Chickerell, 

the group reached this 


target in just 100 days, and 
by the end of October 
2010 an incredible 
£11,000 was in the bank. 
The group secured a grant

SOMETHING A LITTLE RISQUE! 


Freeze on council tax 


FINANCIAL management and 
forward planning means that West 
Dorset District Council is on 
course to maintain all frontline 
services in the coming year. 

The district council is also pro¬ 
posing to freeze its part of the 
council tax from April and has al¬ 
ready agreed to peg short stay 
parking charges for the sixth year 
in a row. Long stay parking 
charges will rise, typically by 40p 
per ticket. 

The district council was recently 
told that its biggest source of in¬ 
come - government grant - would 
fall by 25 per cent over the next 
two years. 

However, reductions in manage¬ 
ment costs, partnership working 
and efforts to lower costs without 
affecting the public mean that serv¬ 
ices can be protected despite a 


£1,135,000 decrease in govern¬ 
ment grant in 2011/12. 

The decision to share a work¬ 
force with Weymouth & Portland 
Borough Council and move to 
smaller offices in Dorchester, 
mean the council will be able to 
manage the £799,000 reduction in 
government grant in 2012/13. 

West Dorset District Council 
Leader Robert Gould said: “Coun¬ 
cillors and staff have spent recent 
years preparing for the anticipated 
squeeze on public spending. 

The council has cut costs through 
joint working and trimmed budgets 
to protect essential services. 

“I am particularly delighted that 
our efficiency savings allow us to 
maintain our support for such 
things as our museums, arts organ¬ 
isations, sport and leisure, village 
halls and the Citizens’ Advice Bu¬ 


reaux.” 

If councillors agree on March 
1st, the district’s share of the aver¬ 
age council tax bill will be frozen 
at £124.80 in 2011/12. 

West Dorset District Council col¬ 
lects the whole bill, but only keeps 
around eight per cent of the total. 

The rest is passed to Dorset 
County Council, the police, fire 
and rescue service and town or 
parish councils if they make a 
charge. 

The district council uses the 
money it keeps to help pay for 
things like refuse and kerbside re¬ 
cycling collections, housing serv¬ 
ices, street cleaning, housing and 
council tax benefits, leisure cen¬ 
tres, tourist information centres, 
environmental health, 

flood/coastal defence and car 
parks.

A MIDST all the very serious - and inevitably 
very controversial - things that the Govern¬ 
ment is doing, the Westminster village has 
been amusing itself with two rather spectacular side 
shows. 

One - to which it is perhaps best to allude only 
gently - is the rather exciting poses struck by the 
Speaker’s wife. I will leave it to the imagination of 
the readers of this column how this particular frag¬ 
ment of our national life has been received in the 
tea rooms and bars and libraries and lobbies of the 
Palace of Westminster. 

But, at the opposite end of the building from 
Speaker’s House, lies the House of Lords. And 
here, too, events of a quite unusual nature have been 
occurring in recent weeks. 

Over the course of the last 15 years, I have at var¬ 
ious times trooped along to the Chamber of the 
House of Lords to stand at the bar and listen to then- 
lordships ’ discourse. (I think I have some sort of 
right to advance further into the Chamber and sit on 
the steps of the throne - but I have never been sure 
if I am really entitled to do this, and I have never 
had the courage to try it, so I have stood for some¬ 
times prolonged periods, moving from foot to foot 
and grabbing the bar while listening to the ebb and 
flow of the debate.) 

On all previous occasions, I have been struck by 
the extraordinary courtesy and rationality of the 
proceedings - not always quantities in plentiful sup¬ 
ply down the corridor in the House of Commons. 
One of the marks of the difference is that, instead 


of the Speaker seeking to maintain control by nom¬ 
inating particular people to take part in a debate at 
any given time, their lordships exercise such splen¬ 
did self discipline that they require no guidance 
from the Speaker and give way to one another if 
more than one of them is moved to speak at the 
same moment. 

Another marked difference lies in the fact that one 
quite often hears in the House of Lords a speech by 
somebody who can genuinely be described as an 
expert on a particular subject. Sometimes, indeed, 
an entire debate will proceed from expert to expert 
in a rather dizzying display of profundity - some¬ 
thing that is pretty much out of fashion in the Com¬ 
mons. 

But, when I have gone to the bar to listen to de¬ 
bates in the House of Lords in the last few weeks, 
it has not been for any of these reasons. On the con¬ 
trary, it has been to witness an almost indefinitely 
long series of entirely pointless speeches by people 
whose purpose was solely to prolong debate. 

This technique of “filibuster”, now prevented in 
the Commons by a strict timetable, is a new depar¬ 
ture for their lordships - and one which appears to 
have been introduced in a burst of nostalgia by a 
ring of former MPs who now find themselves trans¬ 
lated to higher things. 

I did not actually spot any of the speakers draped 
only in sheets - but there was definitely something 
at least as risque about these filibustering peers as 
there was about the chatelaine of Speaker’s House.

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The Alabama 3 bring their 
dance-blues fusion to town 


ALABAMA 3 are not from Alabama, in fact, there's more than three of them 
as well. But the Brixton based outfit have been referred to as "the best live 
band in Britain" (The Guardian), and the voices and writers behind The So¬ 
pranos' theme song 'Woke Up This Morning,'are booked to play Bridport's 
Electric Palace on Saturday, March 26th! 

The band's Acoustic and Unplugged tour sees a four-piece outfit consist¬ 
ing of Larry Love (vocals), Aurora Dawn (vocals), Rock Freebase (guitar) and 
Harpo Strangelove (harmonica) on the road. 

With this line up they bring a whole new dimension to the songs made fa¬ 
mous by Alabama 3.This isn't acid house music, this is country/gospel/delta 
blues, but played with a rhythm you've still got to dance to. 

With the addition of Aurora Dawn to the line-up there's an added injection 
of soul or, as it says on the cover of the band's latest album Revolver Soul, 
this is soul music with a gun against your head. 

By performing in this stripped down acoustic way the band's aim was to 
show the songs in a format reminiscent of the people that have been their 
inspiration, chiefly the old Delta Blues players like Fred MacDowell and 
Bukka White. This will be one night at the Electric Palace not to be missed. 

The band was the oddest musical outfit to originate from late 90s London. 
They were also the most original.The group's origins are shrouded in urban 
myth - the band like to claim that the three core members met in rehab, 
while their Southern accents have many believing they are from the US state 
of Alabama, although it appears vocalists Rob Spragg and Jake Black met 
at a London rave when Spragg heard Black singing HankWilliams"Lost High¬ 
way.' 

Bonding, they set out about creating an agenda of Americana, electronica, 
leftist politics, and laughter. Joined by DJ Piers Marsh, the trio issued two 
12" dance singles that combined their interest in gospel and country music, 
yet these went over the heads of the London dance scene. 

In Italy, where Spragg and Black began singing Howlin'Wolf songs over 
Marsh mixes, the idea of the band began to take shape and back in Brixton, 
South London, they recruited a crew of musicians to shape their vision. This, 
combined with brilliantly theatrical live shows, meant the band attracted a 
huge South London following long before they had a record deal 

Signed to One Little Indian, their 1997 debut, Exile on Coldharbour Lane, 
was a groundbreaking work that effortlessly fused gospel, country, blues, 
and house music. Dubbed "chemical country," Alabama 3 broke down the 
barriers between line dancers and ravers. 

The band's penchant for absurdity was displayed in Spragg and Black's in¬ 
sistence on singing, rapping, and preaching in deep Southern accents 
alongside samples of cult leader Jim Jones preaching Maoist philosophy 
and the renaming of all members - Spragg became Larry Love; Black be¬ 
came The Very Reverend D. Wayne Love. 

Yet the songs were strong and imaginative and their observations on con¬ 
temporary UK culture were spot-on: country and blues were used to look 
at the excesses of dance culture - all with a pumping 808 beat behind them. 

The band was picked up on by UK roots DJs Charlie Gillet and Andy Ker¬ 
shaw, but the UK music press, in the height of its infatuation with Britpop, 
ignored the group or derided them as a novelty. 

Fortunately, U.S. audiences displayed a greater degree of irony and cult TV 
series The Sopranos employed the band's 'Woke Up This Morning' as its 
theme music.

Highly rated and versatile drummer 
Howe leads a Blue Note-styled quartet, 
often compared to Roy Haynes'and Elvin 
Jones'groups, playing his original compo¬ 
sitions coupled with special arrange¬ 
ments and adaptations of choice 
compositions from different genres. 

The band features the best young play¬ 
ers from the London jazz scene and has 
often featured as a critic's choice and CD 
of the week in the broadsheets with hun¬ 
dreds of live performances including: 
Ronnie Scott's, Pizza Express on Dean 
Street, Jazz Cafe, 606 Club, South bank 
Centre, London Jazz Festival and The Sage 
in Gateshead among many others. 

With a new studio album due to be re¬ 
leased this summer and a 25-date tour 
preceding it, Howe has returned to the 
Coltrane influenced quartet sound that 
first got him into jazz. Reunited with his 


favourite pure jazz players in Brandon 
Allen (tenor sax), Ross Stanley 
(piano/Hammond organ/synths) and Tim 
Thornton (double bass). 

This group marks Howe's progression 
from his popular quintet of 2005-7, his 
Larry Young inspired Unity 4 group (fea¬ 
turing Mike Outram, Tony Kofi and Stan¬ 
ley on Hammond), his re-imagining of 
David Bowie's Low and Heroes albums 
with The Subterraneans and his recent 
piano/drum duo (with Will Butterworth) 


playing adaptations of Stravinsky. This 
new and organic improvising ensemble, 
all at the top of their game, clearly enjoy¬ 
ing playing together, having really found 
their metier with each other. 

The choice of music on this tour is an 
amalgam of Howe's recent projects, en¬ 
compassing Bowie's Berlin trilogy albums, 
Larry Young, Stravinsky and John Coltrane 
with clear influence drum-wise from Elvin 
Jones, Roy Haynes, Bill Stewart and Ed 
Blackwell.

much time.” 

The race was also a tactical success for 
McCoy who kept the seven-year-old tight 
on the inside rail, whilst all the others fol¬ 
lowed the racing line towards the outside. 

“He was very clever and saved a lot of 
distance. After jumping a hurdle he went 
further infield to find the better ground then 
had to pull out again to jump the next, but 
it was a much shorter route and far better 
ground for the horse.” 

It was a better week all round for the sta¬ 
ble as Mister Matt put in an impressive per¬ 
formance when finishing third behind 
Midnight Appeal in the Clacton Comrades 
Carling Handicap Chase at Huntingdon on 
Thursday. In only his second run over 
fences he only finished 5% lengths down on 
the winner. 

“It was a super run off almost top weight, 
especially as his training has been inter¬ 
rupted with puss in his foot, which is not the 
best preparation, and the ground was bit too 
soft for him.

Things 
looking 
bleak for 
Wildcats 


WEYMOUTH Wildcats hopes of resurrecting speedway, 
certainly at their current home in Radipole Lane, look 
bleak after West Dorset District Council (WDDC) con¬ 
firmed that any application for a change of use for the 
land surrounding the Bob Lucas Stadium, home of Wey¬ 
mouth Football Club would be ‘judged on its merits’. 

This is a severe blow to Harold Doonan, a former spon¬ 
sor of the Wildcats, who is spearheading a five-man con¬ 
sortium to save speedway in the town. 

Mr Doonan was buoyed earlier in the week on check¬ 
ing with WDDC that the land around the Wessex Race¬ 
way was designated for sporting use only, but subsequent 
enquiries suggest that should any planning application 
be received for alternative use, then it would be consid¬ 
ered. 

Landowners Wessex Delivery Partnership (WDP) in¬ 
sist there are no plans at present to lease it out for “mo- 
torsport activities”, which rules out the immediate return 
of the Wildcats to the track this season, and the need to 
look for alternative premises. 

The statement has a bearing also on the future of the 
football club, as WDP are part owned by Morgan Sin- 
dall, who acquired ownership of the land when Malcolm 
Curtis, who is part of WDP took over as chairman of 
Weymouth FC in 2008. 

The fear is the land including Wessex Raceway could 
be earmarked for development.

ALTHOUGH assistant manager Phil 
Simkin will not want to take any credit, 
Dorchester Town's point at Boreham 
Wood last Saturday was built on the 
back of his scouting trip to Farnbor- 
ough three days before. 

Recognising that their next oppo¬ 
nents barely resembled the side that 
the Magpies beat at The Avenue in 
September, Simkin made the 200 mile 
round journey to The Rushmoor Sta¬ 
dium to check out the side that had 
picked up twelve points in their last 
five games including a 1-0 victory at 
Farnborough who currently lie second 
in the Blue Square Bet South. 

"They are a very good side now and 
having also beaten Chelmsford away 
just recently as well, we needed to find 
out more about them." 

In fact only three from the first game 
faced Dorchester. 

"I think other teams have been taken 
by surprise to be honest based on 
their league position, but we were pre¬ 


pared. It was tough, physical game, 
with no quarter asked or given, but we 
dealt with it and thoroughly deserved 
at least a point from it. We stopped 
them playing and I don't think they 
could have complained had we taken 
all three. 

Jayden Stockley scored in the last 
minute, but it was ruled out for an in¬ 
fringement. However Simkin sup¬ 
ported the referee's decision. "To be 
honest we couldn't see clearly from 
the dugout, but the referee, although 
only young, was the best one we have 
had all season, and so if he saw an in¬ 
fringement then I am happy to go 
along with that." 

Seventeen-year-old Doug Bergqvist 
made his debut for the Magpies in 
place of the suspended Gary Bowles, 
and impressed Simkin. 

"It was not an easy game to start, but 


his performance belied his age. He 
was excellent and formed a great rela¬ 
tionship with Nathan Walker." 

The Magpies were buoyed by the 
signing of Chris Flood on a permanent 
contract until the end of the season, 
having been on loan from Crawley 
Town fora month. 

"Chris has done really well since he 
has been with us, and although he 
didn't score on Saturday he has real 
quality, and is going to be a big player 
for us." 

Flood has found himself on the out¬ 
side a bit after signing from Salisbury 
City for £10,000 last summer with the 
influx of a number forwards since 
then. 

"He is pleased to be playing, and is 
enjoying being at the club, and just 
wants to get on with his career. We 
have to thank the chairman Shaun 
Hearn, Dave Martin (secretary) and 
Keith Kellaway (general manager) for 
their hard work in getting the signing 


through on time." 

Meanwhile Jamie Mudge who re¬ 
joined the club in November has 
signed dual registration forms with 
Willand Rovers in an effort to regain 
match fitness. The striker has just re¬ 
turned after a back injury sustained at 
work, having only made two starts 
and two substitute appearances since 
his return. 


"Jamie needs to play games," said 
Simkin. "He has been unlucky that 
when he rejoined he was cup tied for 
the FA trophy matches, and then we 
had the snow before injuring his back." 

Simkin reported that Nick Critten¬ 
den was well on his way to recovery 
from the hamstring injury he suffered 
against Welling last month, and could 
be on the bench for Saturday's home 


game against Bromley. 

"He's a massive player for us, but we 
must resist the temptation of rushing 
him back too soon. He has recovered 
much quicker than we thought, and 
we will see how he is at training on 
Thursday, but it would be daft to have 
him injured again for the sake of an¬ 
other week."
